WASHINGTON. Aug. 17—The Reece 


investigation of tax-exempt foundations 
will be watched closely by the White 
House and House Republican leaders lest 
it develop into an attempt to discredit 
the Eisenhower Administration and the 
so-called "liberal"' and internationalist 
wing of the Republican Party. 


Most of the surviving founders of 


these agencies—the fords. Rockefellers, 
Sloans, etc. — supported Eisenhower 
against the late Senator Taft in the 
Bitter, preconvention struggle for dele-

administrators and executive staffs. 
notably Paul 
G. Hoffman,

Ford 2d and the Rockefeller heirs, 
backed Ike, br.cauir of his views on 
such international questions as world 
trade and co-operation through the 
United Nations. " 


Rep. Carroll Reece. of Tennessee, 


author of the resolution of inquiry and

mittee, was a Taft manager in the 1D52 
preconvention campaign.

Dewey after the latter's 1048 nomina- 
tion. Reece was entrusted with the task 
of rounding up southern delegates for 
the Ohioan.

Specifically. Michigan S t a t e was 
charged with giving tryouts to bas- 
ketball player^. 


Arizona State was placed on pro- 


bation for two years, beginning 
Sept. 1. 1953 and its athletes were 
ruled ineligible for XCAA cham- 
pionship events for 
the college 


year of 1953-1954.

State athletes had received pay for 
participation in athletics and pros- 
pective football players had been 
transported to the campus through 
the v>e of college funds for tryouts.
